That; Counsel 
affirmed, was not true, On'the ‘contrary, the 
chaiges.at Singapore wete ‘considerably heavier. 
His: clichts in Hongkong: had made i inquiries 
at Singapore aod learned that the. ‘charges 
there amounted to $4,225. “Of this. suit ithe 
respondent ‘had himself paid’ not mgre “than 
$3:0, and ‘so he might have been under the 
impression that the charges at Singapore were’ 
smaller than at Hongkong, The respondent 
won his case in that instance; and’ the balance 
was paid by the other party in the suit. From. 
this fact’ alone it became clear; that jhe charges 
‘made by the appellants. were not excessive. 

- Respondent’ declined ta accept the statenient, 
ab la the amount ‘of charges at Singapore 4s 
given by appellants, A Singapore | two bartis- 
lerg conducted “his case. They | attended ie 
Court six or seven ‘times, and then attended the 
Supreme Court once, Moreover, twenty: “five 
witnesses were examined ay Yokohama i in con- 
nection with,his casé,and all the papers ‘respect 
ing the examination of the witnesses: were sent 
to Singapore., All that trouble was ‘taken io con- 
nection with, the case and yet te charges’ were 
much less‘than at Hongkong, The charges cal 
appellants’ weie dllogether excessive: 

In addressing - the’ Court Mr,” Yamashita 
said his contention might. be summarised 
in the few’ words ‘that .the charges’ made | 
were reasonable.” In the first place it was 
very seldom that. a. party in ‘the relation 
that appellants. bore 10 respondent should 
bring such ashe.
